LABOUR has made more inroads in 
Banbury after taking two seats from the 
Conservatives at last week's Cherwell 
District Council election. 

It seized Banbury Grimsbury and Castle 
and Banbury Neithrop at last Thursday's poll 
- taking its total number of councillors from 
five to seven on the 50-seat council. 

The Conservatives said the UK 
Independence Party had taken some of its

votes as its majority slipped from 41 to 40. 

Last year, Labour triumphed over the 
Conservatives in the elections for Oxfordshire 
County Council. 

Labour won all four Banbury seats, 
compared to the five held by Conservatives at 
the previous 2009 poll and before boundaries 
changed. 

Labour group leader Sean Woodcock said: 
"We are very, very pleased. 

"We have shown that Labour is the 
alternative to the two right-wing parties in 
Banbury." 

The Conservative district councillor for 
Banbury Grimsbury and Castle, Margaret 
Cullip, won with 1,694 votes in 2010 but 
her replacement, Tony Mepham, polled 574. 
He lost to Labour's Claire Bell, who 
attracted 950 votes. She said: "A lot of 
people turned out to vote because they 
were concerned about UKIP." 

Mr Mepham said: "I think it is 
a large protest vote that went 
U KIP's way." 

In Banbury Neithrop, Alyas 
Ahmed's share fell from 949 to 
433 as Labour's Matt Johnstone 
got 634 compared to the party's 
930 high in 2010. 

The Conservatives held three 
other Banbury wards - Colin Clarke 
in Calthorpe, Kieron Mallon in 
Easington and Tony Hot in Hardwick. 

Mr Mallon, who polled 1,209 votes to 

second place David Burton of UKIP with 
553, said: "I fought a totally local campaign 
based on the work I had done in the ward of 
the previous term." 

Labour's Barry Richards held Ruscote for 
the party, replacing Patrick Cartledge, who 
stepped down. 

It means the Tories have nine Banbury 
district councillors compared to 11 before. 
Labour have seven, compared to five in 


2010. The parties only fought the Liberal 
Democrats in 2010, but The Green Party and 
UK Independence Party fielded candidates 
this year. 

The latter got 507 votes in Banbury 
Grimsbury and Castle and 363 in Banbury 
Neithrop, with it taking 20.5 per cent of the 
vote for 16 seats up for election. 

In Easington, Hardwick and Ruscote wards, 
UKIP came second, polling a total of 1,626 
votes. 

Conservative group leader Barry Wood 
said: "We lost a couple of seats in Banbury 
because it is mid-term and there are parts of 
Banbury that swing. We would expect that." 

Dickie Bird, who led UKIP's campaign and 
lost to Tory James Macnamara in The Astons 
& Heyfords, said it had not benefited from a 
"protest vote". 

He said: "We are disappointed but there is 
still a big grin on our face. You have not 
heard the last of us." 

Of the 25,988 votes cast in the Cherwell 
district, the Conservatives got 42.4 per cent, 
Labour 23.4 per cent, UKIP 20.5 per cent, 
while the Liberal Democrats and Greens, 
who did not fight all wards, got 6.9 per cent 
and 6.8 per cent respectively. The turnout 
was 36.82 per cent.

CONSERVATIVE Cherwell 
District Council leader Barry 
Wood said the UK 
Independence Party ate into its 
vote as the Tories lost two seats 
to Labour. 

Yet he said he was "very pleased" 
with the overall result, which saw 
the party slip from 41 to 40 seats, 
retaining control of the 50-seat 
council. 

Mr Wood said: "We lost a couple 
of seats in Banbury because it is 
mid-term and there are parts of 
Banbury that swing. We would 
expect that." 

He said two seats were "no big 
deal" adding: "I think UKIP has 
taken votes from Conservatives. 

"The bottom line here is they 
gained no seats. This is the same day 
as the European Parliament election. 
They have peaked." 



Tony Mepham, who lost for the 
Tories in Banbury Grimsbury and 
Castle, said: "I think it was a large 
protest vote that went U KIP's way." 

The only other seat in the Cherwell 
district that changed parties was 
Kidlington South, which the Tories 
picked up from the Liberal 
Democrats. 

In 2010 the Lib Dems polled 2,226 
and the Conservatives 1,984, but this 
fell to 596 and 930 respectively, with 
UKIP winning 520 votes this year. 

Mr Wood said: "We can effectively 
predict Nicola Blackwood will be 


returned as the MP for Oxford West 
and Abingdon next year". 

Conservative Miss Blackwood won 
23,906 votes compared to rival Lib 
Dem Evan Harris's 23,730 at the 
2010 General Election. 

Neil Lawcett, agent for Kidlington 
South Lib Dem candidate Joe 
Claxton, replacing party leader Tim 
Emptage, said: "We are disappointed 
to lose a seat but it is a better result 
in Kidlington South than we got in 
2012 ." 

He said: "Oxford West and 
Abingdon will be a very close fight 
between the two of us. If the Tories 
are complacent, they may well come 
a cropper." 

UKIP's Dickie Bird, who lost in the 
battle for The Astons & Heyfords, 
said: "We are disappointed but there 
is still a big grin on our face.

A LABOUR councillor, who was 
criticised for allegedly comparing 
Conservative policy to the 
Holocaust, has been suspended 
by his party and faces 
investigation.

Police probe 
mystery death 
of man in 60 s

Bianchi makes history for Banbury team 


MARUSSIA’S Jules Bianchi could not hide 
his delight at a ninth-placed finish on 
Sunday that earned the Banbury-based 
team their first points in Formula 1. 

The celebrations were ecstatic at the 
other end of the Monte Carlo pitlane as the 
minnows finally registered points in the 
Constructors’ Championship in what was 
their 83rd grand prix since entering the 
sport as Virgin Racing in 2010. 

The result was all the more remarkable 
given that the day had started with a 
gearbox change for Bianchi which resulted 


in a grid penalty, followed by further 
punishment from the stewards for starting 
in the wrong grid position after Pastor 
Maldonado, from the Enstone-based Lotus 
team, failed to get away on the formation 
lap. 

The resultant five second stop-go penalty 
would continue to hang over the 
Frenchman even after he had crossed the 
line as he had served it while the safety car 
had been deployed, hence eighth became 
ninth in the final classification. 

“We have been waiting for this for a long 


time and now that we have done it I am so 
proud of the team,” said a beaming Bianchi. 

“They did a really good job and I am 
really happy to give them the result,” 

“It was really stressful for me in the car 
and I guess for the team as well as we had 
some penalties, so I was lucky to finish in 
the points. I cannot say anymore, it is just 
amazing.” 

Team principal John Booth added: “The 
five-second penalty dropped us behind 
Romain Grosjean which is a shame, but we 
are absolutely over the moon.”

McKenzie-Green at the Old Bailey, in 
London, told him: "The consequences of 
your conduct are grave indeed. You have 
taken from those who desperately needed 
substantial sums of money. 

"Worse, you have undermined the 
public confidence in a charitable 
institution. 

"You were head of a department 
set up to counter fraud. This was a 
profound abuse of the trust invested 
in you." 

McKenzie-Green resigned from 
his job in November 2011 but 
investigators working for the Oxford- 
based charity then discovered he 
had filed 17 bogus invoices from 
two companies over the previous 
nine months, totalling £64,612.58. 

Father-of-one McKenzie-Green 
was arrested in April 2012 and 
claimed he was the victim of a 
corrupt conspiracy among senior 
staff at Oxfam, before he admitted 
the crime in March. 

The court also heard McKenzie- 
Green, who had an annual budget 
of £250,000, was using anti¬ 
depressants and an anabolic steroid 
designed for animals at the time of 
his thefts. 

Adam King, prosecuting, said: 

"He had demonstrated an erratic, 
disorganised and even combative 
approach to his work. 

"Internal investigations into Mr 
McKenzie-Green had begun six 
months earlier, in December 2010." 

Matthew Sherrat, defending, said: 
"During the period up to January 
this year, the defendant had a very 
serious addiction to prescription 
medication. 

"At the same time his marriage, 
which he was attempting to hold 
together, was failing. 

"He was involved in quite a high- 
pressure job. He had a good career 
and had enjoyed a responsible 
position. 

"He suffered a breakdown and 
was moved to a psychiatric 
hospital." 

Mr Sherrat said McKenzie-Green 
had been "paranoid" and was 
treated in hospital for a month. 

He said: "He was putting money 
aside effectively in the expectation 
of losing his job."

ONLY a handful of more than 
5,000 food establishments across 
the county have been told they 
need urgent improvements by the 
Food Standards Agency. 

According to the FSA, which 
inspects all organisations who deal 
with food - including schools, 
universities, distributors, cafes, 
restaurants, takeaways, guest houses, 
farmers and growers, mobile caterers 
and retailers - only 11 sites were not 
up to scratch and were deemed to 
need "urgent improvement".

Doors scheme, organisations are 
rated from zero - being the worst - 
to five, which is the highest rating. 

Across the county the FSA 
oversees hygiene at more than 5,400 
premises. It is also responsible for 
food safety, labelling and food law 
enforcement. 

Hygiene inspections are carried 
out by local authorities on behalf of 
the FSA. The idea of the rating 
scheme is to help customers choose 
where to eat or shop by providing a 
score of hygiene standards at a 
premises. 

It is not a legal requirement to 
display the results of the Scores on 
the Doors inspection at the premises 
but all ratings are published online 
at the Scores on the Doors website - 
food.gov.uk 

A food establishment with a zero 
rating does not need to close. But it 
must make urgent improvements to 
hygiene standards. 

The local authority food safety 
officer will use a number of 
enforcement tools, as well as giving 
advice and guidance to make sure 
these improvements are made. 

The food safety officer will tell the 
business how quickly these 
improvements must be made and 


this will depend on the type of issue 
that needs to be addressed 

They could stop part of a 
business's operation or close it down 
if they find a business's hygiene 
standards are very poor and there is 
an imminent risk to health meaning 
food is not safe to eat. 

A spokesman for the FSA said: "In 
November 2010 the national Food 
Hygiene Rating Scheme in England, 
Wales and Northern Ireland and the 
Food Hygiene Information scheme in 
Scotland was introduced and local 
authorities have been coming on 
board ever since. 

"There are now 371 of the 374 
local authorities in England, Wales 
and Northern Ireland (99 per cent) 
running the scheme. 

"Two of the remaining three 
authorities are in the process of 
launching it. 

"The scheme was introduced to 
allow consumers to make an 
informed choice by helping them 
choose where to eat out or shop for 
food by giving them information 
about the hygiene standards in 
restaurants, cafes, takeaways, hotels 
and food shops. 

"The schemes also encourage 
businesses to improve hygiene 
standards. The overall aim is to 
reduce the incidence of foodborne

Housing need greatly 


overstated, says expert 


PRIVATE planning consultants 
"grossly overstated" Oxfordshire's 
housing need by more than 
double, a planning expert has 
claimed. 

Alan Wenban-Smith, working as a 
consultant for the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, said the assessed need 
to build 100,000 homes within 15 
years, was "cobbled together". 

He warned it would give builders 
"carte blanche in their choice of 
which sites to develop". 

The Strategic Housing Market 
Assessment for Oxfordshire, published 
in March, recommended that councils 
build 40,000 more homes by 2031 
than their previous targets. 

In Cherwell, the district council's 
house-building target was 1 6,700 new 
homes by 2031- but the latest SHMA 
report increased that to 22,800 by 
2031, or 1,140 homes a year. 

Oxfordshire's four district council 
leaders all said they wanted to 
challenge the figures - and the CPRE 
hopes this report will help them do 
just that. 

CPRE Oxfordshire director Helen

Marshall said: "The Oxfordshire SHMA 
is so overstated and so fatally flawed, 
both in its interpretation of evidence 
and lack of adherence to Government 
planning guidance policy, as to be 
unfit for purpose. 

"In the light of the report's findings, 
CPRE is calling on all local authorities 
to reject the housing need estimate 
and not to use it as a basis for any 
future planning decisions." 

Mr Wenban-Smith's report

concluded the housing assessment was 
not in accordance with Government 
planning policy, which allows 
"adjustment of the Government's 
published household projections", not, 
he said, a "wholesale replacement". 

He also accused the SHMA's 
authors, a trio of private planning and 
economic consultancy firms, of 
replacing projections for migration in 
and out of Oxfordshire over ten years 
with an estimate "cobbled together" 
from total population and births and 
deaths. 

He said: "They have nearly tripled 
the official Government estimate, with 
no adequate reasons. 

"It will have the effect of giving 
builders carte blanche in their choice 
of which sites to develop to meet 
actual levels of demand." 

The SHMA is the Government- 
recommended method for councils to 
calculate their housing need. 

Councils are not obliged to accept 
the figure produced, but if they 
calculate their own figure by a 
different method, they will be required 
to justify it to a Government planning 
inspector, and explain why their 


method is superior to the Government- 
recommended method. 

One Oxfordshire council 
leader, Matt Barber, said his 
scrutiny committee was already 
looking at potential points on 
which to challenge the SHMA, 
and said he would look at the 
CPRE report for anything that 
could help. 

He said: "If the 
methodology can be 
challenged, that would 
be incredibly helpful 
to us. 


"Fundamentally 
we have the same

MORE than 400 of Oxfordshire's so-called "troubled 
families" have been turned around, potentially saving 
taxpayers millions of pounds. 

Estimated as costing £75,000 each every year, troubled 
families are those which have children excluded from school, 


parents on benefits and are 
often involved in crime or 
anti-social behaviour 
incidents. 

Of the 810 "troubled" 
households identified in the 
county, and of the 700 that 
Oxfordshire County Council 
has worked with so far, 444 
have been "turned around" 
since the scheme launched 
in April 2012. 

But although Labour's 
shadow cabinet member for 
adult social care, Laura 
Price, welcomed the scheme, 
she expressed some 
concerns. 

She said: "While the 
figures were good to hear, I 
would still want the county 
council to focus on early 
intervention. 

"I would like to be able to 
pick the figures apart to see 
what does and doesn't work, 
so that we can really see 
what is working." 

Lor every family the 
council turns in to "thriving 
families", with adults in work 
and children back at school, 
it gets up to £4,000. 

So far, the county council, 
which had to pay out £1.6m

awarded £2.5m and it is

Increase in 

cancelled

Changes to 
rules over 
caring cash 


NEW rules over who pays for care 
in later life could see a regional 
care budget spread thinly, it has 
been warned. 

The Care Act 2014 - which has just 
become law - means that from 201 6, 
people who fund their own elderly 
social care will have the cost capped at 
£72,000 in their lifetime. 

But anyone whose care costs exceed 
this amount will have their care paid 
for by the county council. 

The leader of Oxfordshire County 
Council has expressed concern about 
the impact new legislation could have 
on his authority's budget. 

But Sheila Medlin, whose 100-year- 
old mother, Edith Murray, has a 
council-funded place in Langford View 
care home in Bicester, welcomed the 
legislation. 

She said: "We couldn't have afforded 
paying for a care home ourselves 
without selling our home.

"I don't think any of us want to go 
into a care home but my husband is 
disabled and something is going to 
happen in the not too distant future 
regarding his needs." 

The cap will only apply to those who 
fund their own care entirely, and will 
only apply to the cost of care, and not 
the cost of accommodation. 

Anyone who has capital assets 
exceeding £23,250 or who does not 
want to disclose their financial 
circumstances will normally be 
expected to pay for the full cost of their 
care. 

Ian Hudspeth, the council's leader, 
said: "It is one of those situations where 
we may have additional pressures 
coming on to our budget because we 
have got an elderly population in 
Oxfordshire.

"We are all living longer and the cap 
will be approached quicker. The fact 
that Oxfordshire has a large proportion 
of self-funders is going to be a 
challenge for us because we will have 
to find the funding ourselves." 

The county council's adult social 
care department has already been hit 
by funding cuts from central 
government, with £7m taken out of its 
budget in this financial year. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said: 
"There are some positive steps forward 
in the Care Act, but there is a real 
danger that the cap on care costs will 
not benefit nearly as many people as 
the Government promised. 

"I share the county council's 
concerns that Government cuts in their 
allocated care budget will make it 
difficult for them to meet rising need." 

The cap only applies to "self¬ 
funders", or those who pay to go into a 
care home themselves, rather than use 
a council-funded one. 

In Oxfordshire there are around 
4,000 beds in the independently-run 


care home and nursing home sector, of 
which just 40 per cent are occupied by 
council-funded residents. 

GeorgeTuthill, chairman of 
Oxfordshire Care Home Association 
and managing partner of Wardington 
House care home, estimated that 
staying in an Oxfordshire care home 
for a week costs an average of £900. 

He said people stay in a care home 
for two years on average, leading to 
costs of more than £90,000. 

But the cap will only apply to the 
costs of care rather than the costs of 
accommodation. 

He said: "The principle of the Act is 
sound - but we don't know the full 
details of how the cap is going to be 
split between the care costs and the 
accommodation costs. There is a lot 
that is currently not clear." 

A county council spokesman said: 
"This work is under way to understand 
what the possible implications may be. 
However, it's an ongoing process, 
which involves a lot of detail, and will 
take some time." 
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The cruellest disease 


F ollowing Dementia Awareness Week, OLIVER EVANS 
looks at efforts being made, from meetings in 
cafes to ground-breaking research, to tackle a 
shocking disease

THE challenge of dementia 
is vast - and growing at an 
alarming rate. 

The county has always had a 
high proportion of older people 
and the number of those aged 
85 and over is set to rise to 
39,400 by 2035. 

This will put massive pressure 
on families - both emotional 
and practical - as well as health 
services. 

A total of 3,566 sufferers 
were recorded by NHS 
Oxfordshire on March 31 last 
year, a figure that rose to 3,936 


this year. The problem comes 
sharply into focus when people 
suffering from dementia go to 
hospital with another problem, 
such as an infection or injury. 

Dr Sarah Pendlebury, of 
Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust, is charged with not 
only ensuring patients with 
dementia are handled 


sensitively but with making sure 
medics diagnose new cases. 

She said: "A significant 
number of our patients - about 
25 per cent - haven't been 
diagnosed before they come to 
us, even though they have a 
problem with thinking and 
memory. 

"Sometimes people can be 


more focused on physical 
illnesses of an older person." 

Recent steps at in wards 
throughout the county include 
the 2011 introduction of a 
standardised memory test. This 
involves asking the patient ten 
questions, including where they 
are and to name their address. 

Dr Pendlebury said: "In 
theory, this regular questioning 
is in place throughout the trust, 
but I must ensure that trust's staff 
are consistent with this and 
embedded in regular process." 

The trust last year set up 
monthly "dementia cafes" at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, 
to bring together patients, carers 
and staff to swap advice and 
information. 

"Often it can be difficult for 
people to know what services 
are available, like carers' groups. 

"Carers need support, so they 
can feel they are not the only 
one to cope with the challenge." 

Ten senior nursing staff have 
been sent on specialist training 
to the University of Worcester 
and the trust last year hired 20 
psychologists and eight 
psychiatrists to help support 
patients, with more planned. 

Dr Pendlebury said: "This is a 
significant new addition to the 
trust. We now have consultants 
whose role is to provide expert 
advice and diagnosis on patients 
with mental health problems." 

Those diagnosed with 
dementia are also sent to trust 
memory clinics, where their 
condition is diagnosed and 
given, where appropriate, 
specialised drugs. 

Yet these pills only enhance 
brain cells that have not yet 
been degraded. Research has yet 
to provide enough 
understanding about what 
causes the condition and how to 
provide the best treatment to 
stop brain cells being destroyed 
by Alzheimer's. 


Local research includes a 
study at the NIHR Biomedical 
Research Centre in Oxford - 
which brings together NHS and 
university researchers - of 8,000 
stroke patients since 2007, to 
probe any link between the 
conditions. 

Dr Pendlebury said: "It is a 
huge challenge. We probably 
haven't had any new drugs for 
the treatment of dementia for the 


last two decades. 

"A lot of the drugs that have 
been trialled have been shown 
not to be effective or had major 
side effects, like inflaming the 
brain." 

But she said: "I am still 
optimistic. I think we have made 
huge advances on things like 
brain imaging, to better 
understand the issues that 
contribute to dementia."

What it is like living with the disease 


JOY Watson first discovered her 72-year-old 
husband, Roy, had dementia three years ago. 

The 70-year-old Chipping Norton resident 
said: “The first year was hell. 

“He often shouted at me. Other times he 
would get into a panic in shops because he 
could not find his credit card. 

“At first, when we went to see the doctor, 
we were told the problem was just 
depression. But they did more tests at the 
Horton Hospital in Banbury, and said it was 
mild cognitive impairment.” 

The condition, Mrs Watson said, affects the 
frontal lobe of her husband’s brain. There, 
sensitive systems of the cerebral cortex are 
associated with reward, attention, short-term 


memory tasks, planning, and motivation. 

His long-term memory has remained 
largely unaffected, she said, but he is often 
unable to recognise her. 

She said: “It is like being married to a 
different person. It is just awful. 

“He has hardly any conversation and has 
no idea about money or what day it is. 

“Quite often he will still go to the shop to 
buy a paper, but he will just forget about me 
and won’t say goodbye if he goes out. 

“It makes you feel like a stranger in your 
own home. 

“But because he is physically fit and 
healthy, we are mostly just left to our own 
devices.”

the perfect pasta 


MOST books that detail the history of 
pasta state it comes in more than 300 
different shapes, whereas Antonio 
Carluccio, the master of Italian cookery, 
claims there are at least 600 different 
shapes. 

As he has been lovingly making, cooking 
and eating pasta for more than 70 years (if 
you accept that it was the first solid he was 
given as a four-month-old baby) I am inclined 
to accept his findings. 

Having written 18 books on Italian 
cooking, each of which has mentioned pasta, 
Antonio has acquired an exceptional pasta 
knowledge over the years. 

He is known as the Godfather of Italian 
cuisine and recognised as Italy's greatest food 
ambassador. 

His latest book, Pasta: by Antonio 
Carluccio (Quadrille Publishing - £20) 
contains loads of new pasta recipes and many 
variations on the classics. 


It is an inspiring publication worthy of any 
kitchen library. Antonio will be signing copies 
of his new book in Bicester Village at 1pm on 
Thursday, June 12, as part of his Festa Della 
Pasta - a month-long event that takes in all his 
food shops. 

His aim is to introduce us to a whole new 
world of pasta. They now now include 
everything from gluten free, to wholemeal, to 
pre-flavoured pastas, so that there is some¬ 
thing new for even the most experienced 
pasta lover. 

There's Pannocchie, for example, which is 
perfect for thick sauces, whether meat ragu or 
vegetable. 

From its shape, it is easy to see why 
Pannocchie takes its name from corn on the 
cob, and why it would be perfect with a 
thick sauce. 

To quote Antonio: "The smoother the 
pasta, the thinner the sauce. The more 
convoluted the pasta shape, or the rougher 
the outside of the pasta, the thicker the 
sauce." 

Linguine a Strisce, on the other hand, is a 
children's favourite as it's a fun rainbow 
pasta, coloured with spices and vegetables 
such as sweet paprika, beetroot, spinach and 
turmeric. Unlike many coloured pastas, it 
retains its colour when cooked. 

Antonio's new book contains 100 recipes 
that match the pasta with the perfect sauce. 

Thanks to superb photographs by Laura 
Edwards, the reader is also shown how to 
make and shape fresh pasta. 

Shaping hand-rolled dough is fun. You can 
even create your own variations on the classic 
shapes. 

There's a pasta code too: how much pasta 
do we cook? 

Is it just a matter of throwing a handful for 
each person into the pot of boiling water? No. 
For small starter portions you need to allow 
50 grams of dried pasta or 90 grams of fresh. 

Normal portions for a lunch is about 70-80 
grams of dried or 100-110 grams of fresh 
pasta - though much depends on the pasta's 
quality and its shape. The saucepan must be

large and the amount of salted water it 
contains generous, to allow the pasta 
sufficient space to move as the water boils. 

Antonio says he's often asked how to test 
the pasta for an al dente finish. 

Most Italians like it with a light resistance 
to the tooth. If cooked for too long, pasta 
becomes slightly indigestible, producing a 
feeling of weight in the stomach. 

The joy of Antonio's s book is that it 
embraces both his love of pasta and his food 
philosophy, which 



is to cook with the minimum of fuss to 
produce the maximum of flavour using good 
simple ingredients. 

Unlike many other chefs, who tend to 
write complex recipes that call for countless 
ingredients, his recipes are simple. Some 
contain as few as four ingredients. 

But the main thing is that his enthusiasm 
for pasta is infectious. 

It is no wonder that he was presented the 
Commendatore Award in 1998 for his 
knowledge, enthusiasm and lifetime's service 
to the Italian food industry.

CRAIG Haupt brought up 
9,000 league runs after 
leading Banbury to a third 
straight victory on 
Saturday. 

The left-hander hit an 
unbeaten half-century as his 
side took full advantage of their 
rivals' abandonments to surge 
clear at the top of the Division 
1 table of the Home Counties 
Premier League after a seven- 
wicket success atTring Park. 

Haupt's 64 not out came off 
77 balls, with nine fours. 

And it was enough to take 
him to exactly 9,000 runs, 
having started the season 85 
short of the milestone. 

With a top score of 200 not 
out against Beaconsfield in 
2001, Haupt has hit 21 
hundreds and 53 half- 
centuries. 

His individual achievements 
rightly got the headlines, but it 


for Haupt 


was a superb spell from Luke 
Ryan that set Banbury up for 
their latest win in a match 
reduced to 38 overs because of 
rain. 

The Oxfordshire captain tore 
through theTring lower order 
as he finished with 4-9 off 
eight economical overs. 

This carried on the good 
work of opening bowler Dean 
Bartlett, who also claimed four 
wickets. 

Bartlett had Tring opener 
Robin Pritchard caught by 
Jimmy Phillips, before Leigh 
Tomlinson was run out by a 
direct throw from Justin 
Lambden at third man. 

Bartlett, who finished with 4- 
29, then claimed the wickets of 
William Jones, Duncan 
Maddison and James Haw-kes 
as Tring struggled to 60-5 
having been asked to bat. 

Ryan then took over, 
mopping up the tail as Tring 


reached 128-9, an unbroken 
last-wicket stand of 45 
between Michael Payne, who 
finished unbeaten on 54, and 
Douglas Pratt giving their score 
some respectibility. 

Despite losing Lloyd Sabin 
and Daniel Harris cheaply, 
Haupt's landmark knock saw 


Banbury home with eight overs 
remaining.

Days Of Future Past delivers on 
the eye-popping spectacle, 
including a breathtaking slow- 
motion action sequence in which a 
mutant (Evan Peters), who can move 
at superhuman speeds, diverts the 
trajectory of bullets before they 
reach the intended targets. 

There is plenty of soul-searching 
too for the characters, who must 
make personal sacrifices for the 
greater good if the mutant race is to 
survive a sustained assault by 
hulking robotic hunters. 

In a dystopian 2023, Professor 
Charles Xavier (Patrick Stewart) and 
his kin, including Magneto (Ian 
McKellen), Wolverine (Hugh 
Jackman), Storm (Halle Berry) and 
Iceman (Shawn Ashmore) stand on 
the precipice of extinction. 

The Sentinel programme, 
conceived by scientist Dr Bolivar

It's only a matter of time before 
the Sentinels track Xavier and the 
surviving mutants to a mountaintop 
temple in China and complete the 
extermination.

L ONG gone is the time when all 
drivers expected from a people 
carrier was space, space and 
more space. 

The popularity of the vehicles 
quickly moved them out of the utili¬ 
tarian van-like sector, with their 
soaring levels of comfort and equip¬ 
ment. 

They have reached a new peak in 
the sleek Citroen Grand C4 Picasso 
which is probably the most practi¬ 
cal, versatile and elegant offering in 
the seven-seat segment. 

Priced £1,700 higher than an 
equivalent five-seat New C4 
Picasso, the range starts from about 
£19,000, rising to more than 
£27,000. 

All models sport the same light 
and airy cabin that offers an unclut¬ 
tered feel thanks to acres of space 
for the driver and up to six passen¬ 
gers. 

Technology is state of the art and 
the dashboard houses both a seven- 
inch touchscreen and a 12-inch dig¬ 
ital display. The list of systems fitted 
is simply too long to run through but 
suffice to say it ranges from keyless 
entry and start, reversing camera 
and electric tailgate, to a four-cam- 
era, all-round panoramic display 
and automatic assistance when 
parking into a tight space. 

Like the five-seat C4 Picasso, the 


upper 12-inch display can show all 
sorts of information and can be 
changed in various ways, while the 
lower seven-inch touchscreen con¬ 
trols many of the vehicle's functions. 

Should you wish, you can scroll 
through screen after screen, select¬ 
ing front, rear or all-round cameras 
and electronic parking assist sys¬ 
tems, not to mention the audio, cli¬ 
mate control and satellite naviga¬ 
tion, and that is all before you hook 
up your smartphone to the system. 

But where the car scores its high¬ 
est marks is in its fine balance 
between ride comfort and road¬ 
holding, which combine to deliver 
an impressive driving experience.
